Sierra Madre Mountain House is 
the name of Sierra Mudre’s newest 
place of rest, recreation and refresh¬ 
ment. It was opened with a splen¬ 
did dinner Tuesday night at 439 N. 
Baldwin, the property purchased by 
Mr. Stein and formerly occupied by 
the Franciscan convent. Mr. Stein 
has purchased the entire frontage 
on the west side of Baldwin between 
Alegria and Olive Streets. 

With 10 guest rooms, a dining 
room seating 50, and plans for im¬ 
mediate enlargement, Mr. Stein ex¬ 
pects to make the Mountain House 
a high grade resort hotel, with Kos¬ 
her meals of the highest class as 
one of the chief attractions. Regu¬ 
lar meals will be served—breakfast, 
dinner and supper, also afternoon 
tea. 

Mr. Stein was in the hotel busi¬ 
ness in Lakewood, N. J., and later 
engaged in other lines until he felt 
able to retire from active business. 
However, he could not settle down 
and fold his hands so he just natur¬ 
ally began to look for a location 
in which to busy himself with his 
first love in business, that of hotel 
operation.

They 
plan an active advertising campaign 
to draw the clientage of a select 
list of high class patrons from Los 
Angeles and elsewhere.

It will be re¬ 
membered that Lieut.- Mitchell pass¬ 
ed away in Sierra Madre more than 
two years ago after a long strug¬ 
gle with disease resulting from 
throat infection incurred while acting 
as training camp instructor during 
the war. # 

Presentation of the flag was an¬ 
nounced at the Post meeting in the 
Park house Wednesday night, at 
which time Mr. Mitchell was present 
and addressed the meeting. The 
flag is of regulation parade • size, 
with heavy gold fringe, cords, etc., 
and an eagle-topped staff. In ad¬ 
dition to the American flag the Post 
requires a banner. It is hoped same 
generous citizen will follow the ex¬ 
ample of Mr. Mitchell and volun¬ 
teer to furnish the post with a ban¬ 
ner with its name, number, etc. 

Applications for soldier’s bonus 
are not much in demand, according 
to Commandant Floyd and Adjutant 
Roberts.

Sierra Madre has plenty of water, 
but you can’t deliver it if pipes are 
inadequate and your power suppy is 
! reduceil below normal at the period 
when the demand is greatest. That 
is the way Water Superintendent 
Tom Henderson met inquiries at last 
night’s meeting of the city trustees 
as to why there was an inadequate 
supply in certain parts of town. A 
j good share of the lengthy meeting 
was devoted to plans on how to rem¬ 
edy the situation. 

No new irrigation service or sup¬ 
ply will be furnished by the city 
during the present power emergency 
as a result. 

Further, a speedy effort will be 
made to get either greater transfor¬ 
mer capacity for the pumping plant, 
or a gas engine to aid the distribut¬ 
ing system. 

Homes First 

W. B. Clarke and other residents 
of the northwest part of town pro¬ 
tested against supplying water for 
new Japanese flower gardens belong¬ 
ing to George Asakura from a main 
which is taxed to the utmost to sup¬ 
ply residences and orchards which 
have been there for years. The 
point was conceded by the trustees 
and the water department was in¬ 
structed to return the fee paid for 
the service in advance. 

Ramona Avenue between Lima and 
Park Avenues will be opened up, 
making another important link in 
the system of through streets. Chair¬ 
man Sparks of the boarii announced 
that he would deed one-half of the 
right of way which he owns, and 
Mr. Blakeslee, the owner of the 
of the frontage on the other side 
would do the same. 

A petition of Bonita Avenue prop¬ 
erty owners asked for the improve¬ 
ment of the street with pavement, 
curb and gutters. Trustees Topping 
and Porter thought the program 
should include sidewalks, but Super¬ 
intendent Udell said some of the 
property owners would not sign up 
for sidewalks. Trustee Topping said 
he would move the granting of the 
petition, with the understanding that 
all future street improvement pro¬ 
grams should include sidewalks. 

George F. Mesecar in a letter to 
the board suggested that traffic in 
Kersting Place should be relieved by 
prohibiting the parking of autos for 
hire there. Crowded conditions often 
prevent motorists geting anywhere 
near the post office, even for a brief 
stop. The board agreed the condi¬ 
tion should he considered carefully 
anil took it under advisements. 

The board gave final approval to 
the landscaping plan and planting 
list submitted by the park commis¬ 
sion as received from Miss Jessie 
Ward, originator of the prize win¬ 
ning design. The plans will be on 
display in the Chamber of Commerce 
showing the various features which 
will he installed as funds become 
available.

It was too 
far for him in the channel current 
and he soon appeared to be in dif¬ 
ficulty, whereupon Miller struck out 
from shore and reached him as he 
was sinking the second time. The 
boy recovered from his overdose of 
salt water and was soon able to 
go on his way.

The death of Gilmour Ewing Brown 
last week ended a long pilgrimage 
in search of health.

“The kinds cf Red Cross Service 
in Government Hospitals may be 
broadly divided into two types: first, 
recreational; second, medical-social 
service. In the majority of hospitals 
the Red Cross maintains a recreation 
building, attractively furnished and 
equipped, presenting a home-like at¬ 
mosphere and presided over by a 
recreation expert, possessing in ad¬ 
dition to technical knowledge, the 
sympathetic qualities and gracious¬ 
ness of the highest type hostess. 

Entertainment Provided 

“The Red Cross House is used for 
parties and entertainments, frequent¬ 
ly provided by interested people in 
the local communities. It is impos¬ 
sible to estimate the value of these 
lonely and broken men of the 
friendly companionship of groups 
outside the hospital. In these Red 
Cross buildings are to be found 
writing rooms with free Red Cross 
stationery; reading rooms, stocked 
with all current newspapers and per¬ 
iodicals as well as a great variety 
of books. In addition to these there 
are comfortable lounging quarters, 
furnished with musical instruments 
and radio outfits. Besides these, 
every type of game is provided, 
ranging from dominoes and cribbage 
to Mah Jongg sets and pool tables. 

“Perhaps the most consistently pa¬ 
tronized feature of Red Cross recre¬ 
ation in hospitals is the moving pic¬ 
ture shows, which are provided with 
careful regularity. This feature of 
entertainment is also carried into 
wards, so that the permanently bed¬ 
ridden man, or the mental cases un¬ 
able to leave the custody of their 
ward surgeons, can enjoy some of 
the same diversions, provided for 
their more fortunate fellow patients. 

“The recreational activities of Gov¬ 
ernment hospitals are definitely 
placed in the hands of the Red Cross. 
By this method it is possible to co¬ 
ordinate the efforts of interested 
outside groups and thereby more 
nearly insure a recreation program 
designed to meet the therapeutic 
needs of the disabled men. 

Social Service 

“The meidcal- social service pro¬ 
gram is the second big function of 
the Red Cross in government hos¬ 
pitals. Our medical-social workers 
are thoroughly familiar with the reg¬ 
ulations of the government bureaus 
which handle the affairs of service 
and ex-service men. They are also 
highly trained in the technique of 
social service work. 

“Their duties in this connection 
are many and varied; perhaps the 
sick man has a wife at home, who 
is bed-ridden and without funds. The 
hospital worker by contacting the 
Red Cross Chapter in the man’s 
home town, frequently is able to ar¬ 
range for the care of his dependents 
until his health is restored and fi¬ 
nancial independence re-established. 
Or, to use another illustration; in 
order to establish his right to hos¬ 
pital care at government expense, 
the disabled man may need an affi¬ 
davit from some comrade-at-arms 
long since lost to sight. It is the 
duty of the Red Cross worker to 
find this needed witness, even though 
all the 3,000 Chapters of the Red 
Cross must be brought into play 
to achieve the result." 


Wm. Carl Hunt, Manager Pacific 
Division American Red Cross in a 
talk broadcased in San Francisco 
outlined the specific services of the 
American Red Cross to 36,000 dis¬ 
abled war verterans now in hospit¬ 
als. “The Red Cross continues to 
hold as its chief peace-time activity,” 
he said, “its service to ex-service 
men and their families. Since 19 1 ? 
the Red Cross has spent $163,000,- 
000 for this purpose.” Mr. Hunt’s 
talk in full is furnished for publi¬ 
cation in the News by Robert Mit¬ 
chell, Chairman of the local Red 
Cross Chapter: 

“The war is not over for a vast 
army of our one time most prom¬ 
ising young men, many of whom are 
now pitifully broken in body and 
spirit and occupying Government in¬ 
stitutions. There are approximately 
35,000 ex-service men in Government 
hospitals today. More than 10 per 
cent of these are in the 20 hospitals 
located on the Pacific Coast, reaching 
from Walla Walla, ash., to Tucson, 
Arizona. 

In addition to these there are 
45,000 disabled men, who are receiv¬ 
ing treatment at the hands of the 
government as out patients. Be¬ 
sides this number there are near¬ 
ly 75,000 disabled men who are now 
taking vocational training. It will 
be seen that this makes a total of 
more than 150,000 men, who are now 
actually the wards of the Federal 
Government, without taking into con¬ 
sideration the vast number, who have 
been ground through the government 
institutions, either to a partial re¬ 
covery or have passed on to their 
final reward. 

“The Pacific Division of the Red 
Cross is now employing 96 trained 
workers in these West Coast Hos¬ 
pitals to render service to the dis¬ 
abled verterans. This constitutes
